LIBRAKY REPORT FOB THE YEAR. 


The£president and board of directors 


submitted the nineteenth annual report 
of the Public Library, which shows a 
constantly increasing interest in that in- 
stitution. This is specially shown by 
the number of usitors during the last 
year, being nearly 02,000, as against 49,- 
000 for the preceding year. Number of 
books loaned1 81,000, as compared with 
65,000 the preceding year. The increase 
necessitated the addition of a reading 
room, which was made at an expense of 
$300. This unavoidable expense caused 
tho board to overdraw their account 
$520. An appropriation of 94300 fcr 
the ensuiqg year was asked for. On 
June 1st, 1893, the number of books 
on hand was 11,775. 
The additions 


by purchase, (donations, etc., 1174. 
The losses and oooks temporarily dis- 
carded were 60. The total number on 
hand June 1st, 1894, was 12,889. 
The 


whole number of books circulated dur 
ing the year was 80,835, the largest num- 
ber in one month was 8,530; the smallest 
in one month, 5,758; the largest number 
in one day waff781,and the smallest was 
114; the average monthly was 6,931, and 
the average daily, 271. The circulation 
was classified 
as follows: 
Literary 


and scientific, 14 par cent; prose fiction, 
50 per cent; juvenile fiction, 36 per cent. 
The number of cards issued during the 
year was 1,287. 
The total number now 


in force is 3,932. The whole number of 
visitors dunng the year was 61,680, larg- 
est in one month, 6,432; smallest in one 
month, 4,233; largest in one day, 620; 
smallest in one day, 72; average monthly, 
5,245; average daily, 207. Total number 
of visitors to library and reading room, 
142^63. The amount of cash collected 
was $188.36. There were 145 volumes 
donated by different persons. There are 
85 papers and periodicals in the reading 
room, of which 65 are purchased and 20 
are donated.

FREEZING ALCOHOL, 


Some In t ores Mil;; Experiments Connected 


l>y JProf. X>ow.ir 


*£he sncoess attending: Prof. Dcwar's 


experiments in the freezing of abso- 
lute alcohol has a peculiar interest, in 
wicw of the' fact that 300 degrees C. 
was the utmost limit of cold reached 
or obtained by man, vte., by the use of 
liquid osyfren. Prof. Dewar allowed 
some liquid ctbylene to flow through 
a brass tube surrounded by solid car- 
bonic acid and ether, and, when this 
cooled, i * v/as passed into a lar^e test 
tnbe, in 
ic middle of which was 


placed 
: jr'ass tube 
with a flat- 


tened bv, i 4. the end, the bulb 
being full of abboluto alcohol. The 
evaporation of 
the ethylene was 


then accelerated by the use of the air 
pump, and the alcohol was frozen 
into a mass as clear and transparent aft 
crystal. Th& tube containing it was 
turned bottom upward, and as it melt- 
ed it assumed exactly the consistence 
of glycerine, flowing in a bhigffish 
way down the sidet> of 
the 
tube. 


Ether requires, less cold than alcohol 
to freese it, and in several of Prof. 
Dewar's experiments ether ice formed 
on the sides of the glass vessels. Be- 
sides this, ilie warm air of the theater 
was constantly condensing- as t>now or 
hoar froot on some of the vessels used 
in the experiments, and the chief diffi- 
culty of the occasion was the project- 
ing1 of the experiments on the screen

Wild Reports of Troublo From tb« 


Shelbora District 


RETORJUFG TROOPS HELD FOR DUTY, 


Threat* Again*! the Kenova Bridge—A

when suddenly, about two miles from 
Farmersburg, an armed body of miners 
descended from a hill,and at the point of 
Winchester rifles compelled the engi- 
neer to run the coal train up a siding 
on the coal branch. Simultaneously a 
bridge on the branch was set fire, and 
the engine after leaving the coal had 
to run through a blazing fire of the 
timbers to get to the main track.

FOOT miners were killed outright and 
Sumy more were wounded. The mur- 
derers are unknown.

DPOM THE PRICE OF SUGAR STOCKS. 


The Sugar Schedule to be Disposed 


Before Adjournment To-Day—The 


Bill to Repeal the State Bank 


Tax Law in the House.

WABHIHGTOS. June 4.—Upon the tariff be- 
ing taken up Mr. Vest recalled his controversy 
with Mr. Aldrlch before adjournment on Sat- 
urday, when Mr. Aldrlch asserted "positively 
If not aggressive!;" that there was no sugar 
certificates In the masket in 1690. Mr. Ves 
fortified his own statement by reading from an 
almanac of 1891, showing that in the year 1891 
8.526.000 shares of sugar stock certificates had 
been Bold in New York. And it was white 
these large sales were being made, with fluc- 
tuations of 35 per cent, that the McKlnley act 
was being manipulated in congress. He wen 
on to,show thit from a duty of about sixteen 
cents per 
100 pounds, when the bill was 


first reported from the committee on ways and 
means of tae house, it had gone up by jumps 
to seventy cents per 100 pounds, and was then 
reduced In conference to fifty cents per 100 
pounds, the existing rate. "And 
yet," said he 


contemptuously, ' our friends on the other 
side taunt us with being under the control of 
the Sugar trust. And they ask us constantly 
for the principle on which certain things have 
been done I would. like to know on what 
principle that change took place I would like 
to understand what principle entered Into that 
sort of legislation. I know nothing else .that 
could have caused it except some Influence un- 
known to the public 


As Mr. Aldrlch was not present while Mr. 


Vest spoke there was no reply to his remarks. 


Mr. Allison took the floor and argued against 


the repeal of the sugar bounty and against 
placing sugar on the dutiable list. 


Referring to the question of the beet sugar 


Industry in the northwestern states, Mr. Alli- 
son asked why the people of the United States, 
possessing & soil and climate so favorable to 
that industry, should goon paying tribute to 
the other nations of the earth. And yet that 
was the policy of the democratic party. He 
criticised the Louisiana senators for bowing 
down to the "Joss of democracy." while the 
fortunes of their state were linked, not with 
free trade, but with protection. 


"If I had my way, I would strike from this 
bill every vestige of a duty on sugar, and would 
continue the bounty on sugar, as w» are mor- 
ally bound to do, till 1905; and if additional 
revenue were necessary, I would look around 
among the luxuries and lay duties on them." 


Mr. Jones replied to Mr Allison, and de- 


fended the schedule as proposed by the finance 
committee, and in the course of his speech, hav- 
ing alluded disparagingly to the woolen manu- 
factures of the United States as "s,Uoddy," and 
was told by Mr. Aldrlcb that ho sTSould not say 
anything of that kind, and the Rhode Island 
senator protested against such !i statement. 


Mr. Teller, referring to a statement by Mr. 


Jones that under the existing law 903,000 000 
went to the Sugar trust, spoke of that trust 
being based on $35 000.000 of property, being 
capitalized at $75,000,000 and paying on that 
capital from 20 to 27 per cent of dividends 
eveiyyear.

CHICAGO, June 8.—By a vote of 698 tc 


409 the Chicago board of trade yester- 
day decided that elevator owners in 
this city must cease to buy or sell grain 
directly or indirectly, or to engage in 
the business of mixing grain entrusted 
to their care for safekeeping, - Inothe 
words, elevator interests must confin 
themselves solely to the storing o 
grain, holding it only until the certif 
cate is presented, when it must be de- 
livered to the recognized proprietor 
The penalty for disobeying this add! 
tion to the rules is that their houses 
shall be declared irregular, and theii 
contents nondeliverable on board o 
trade contracts. 


For months past there has been an 


agitation of ttiis question, the bulk o 
the active members claiming that th 
attitude of the elevator people was op 
posed to-the best interests of the boarc 
of trade, inasmuch as they, by virtu 
of their holdings, controlled the mar- 
ket and the rank and file were at thel 
mercy. Yesterday's vote was the cu] 
mination of the matter, resulting in 
victory for the pit against the wealth 
ier, but less numerous class. 


The balloting was conducted under 


the most intense excitement, at times 
approaching the dramatic; as, for in 
stance, when P. D. Armour and hii 
son, P. D. Armour, Jr., appeared on th 
floor to cast their votes, which were, o 
course, against the amendment.
